Session 59: The Role of Consciousness, Aspective Personality and the 
Individual 


Original Question: This is a continuation of IMEC-58. Frank is in his body. A 
report from Dr. Roy says that Frank doesn’t remember anything. Dr. Roy asked 
Lawrence why Frank doesn’t remember. Lawrence said that it wasn’t for earthly 
ears. 


Summary: 

Friends describe why Frank doesn’t remember. Friend describes that it is difficult 
for Lawrence to relinquish control and that he isn’t being “truthful” with Dr. Roy. 
Lawrence and Frank need to come to an agreement about who will control the 
physical body. The entities/friends can instruct and bring energies together, but 
they cannot force any state. If they force an aspect to do something, then free 
will is taken away. The Friends kept emphasizing that free will is what's 
important and that each aspect/personality needs to make their own choices 
without interference. 


There is also a very long segment about consciousness and why Lawrence said 
the information wasn't for earthly ears. The Friends try to explain why Lawrence 
said what he said in a very lengthy, but extremely informative narrative. The 
Friends discussed choice, and why it’s difficult for the people of earth to expand 
consciousness. The friends also discussed time and physicalness as well as 
why a physical body may seem to have multiple personalities.
